Bryan J. McEntegart of New 
ork asserted at the second general 
esslon of the National Conference ol 
atbollc Charities here tonight. 
"First and foremost," he declared. 


It is to the everlasting credit of 
raerlca that during the last 
six 


ears she has poured out billions of 
ollars in relief to save the spirit and 
omes of the unemployed. 
There 


ave been charges of waste, malad- 
ministration and political juggling. 
The American people will pass on 
such charges next November. There 
has been no serious question bul 
that, as a people, we have been will- 
ing to tax ourselves and* to go Into 
debt, that the homes of those honest- 
ly In want might be preserved." 


Father McEntegart, director of the 


division of 
Children 
of 
Catholic 


Charities of New York for the last 16 
years, is one of the outstanding social 
welfare work leaders in the Catholic 
Church. 
He is formers-president of 


the New York City Conference of So- 
cial Work and former chairman of 
the children's section of the Nation- 
al Conference of Social Work. He Is 
now a member of the Advisory Com- 
mittee of the United 
States Chil- 


dren's Bureau on the provisions of 
the Social Security Act. 


Scores Domination 


Strongly supporting the social jus- 


tice policies of the "New Deal." Fa- 
ther McEntegart pointed out that 
while the recovery measures mark a 
definite departure In American gov- 
ernment, they "are a continuous evo- 
lution of those adopted by the pre- 
vious administration." ' 


"The public authority." he assert- 


ed, "has the right and the duty in 
the public interest to curb domina- 
tion by a few and to protect ou

swings Into his third campaign for 
the presidency like a man with a 
50-50 chance. 
; 


Being a perennial candidate "feels 


like a Job," he says. And he add 
that ho Isn't discouraged. 


Thomas, a Princeton graduate who 


has been a Presbyterian minister and 
an editor of magazines and newspa- 
pers, began running for office on the 
Socialist ticket in 1924. He had been 
asked to run for one post or another 
before then, but had always declined.

'1324 for governor of New York. 
1925 for mayor of New York. 
1926 for New York/state senate. 
1927 for alderman 
1928 for President. 
1929 for mayor of New York.

He has held two appointive offices, 


however — member of an east Harlem 
district school board and member of 
the municipal charter commission. 


Knows a Better System 


"If my major desire were to get 


Into the White House," says Thomas, 
"I wouldn't be a Socialist in this year 
of 1936. . I'd move into some mid- 
dle western state, and do a lot of 
other things." 


Incidentally, he came from the 


middle west. As a boy In his home 
town of Marlon, Ohio, he carried pa- 
pers for Warren G. Harding. "That 
was a pretty good Job," he smiles. 


When you're a Socialist, it's much 


harder to finance a presidential cam- 
paign, because you have to depend on 
the nickels and dimes of poor peo- 
ple. 


"It's one of our major headaches," 


says Thomas. "We charge admission 
to some of the campaign meetings, 
the committees send out appeals and 
part of the money comes from sale 
of literature.

Claims Votes >ot Counted 


In 1928, Thomas was credited with 


about 270,000 votes. This figure 
Jumped to 900.000 in 1932, but he 
says all Socialist votes cast In Okla- 
loma were thrown out. 


"The Socialist votes aren't even 


counted sometimes," he says. "I- hon- 
estly believe I may have had twice 
as many. votes in 1932 as were 
actually counted. 


"Each time I have campaigned, it 


has been progressively harder to get 
on the ballot. "Florida, Louisiana, 
Ohio and North Carolina are the 
most difficult states. It isn't always 
the law—It's how they Interpret It. 


Thomas Is carrying out an exten- 


sive 
campaign address 
schedule. 


Since April 1 he has crossed the con- 
tinent twice on .speaking tours and 
expects to do so again shortly. 


Thomas will be 52 in November. 


He may run again In 1940—he-can't 
tell yet.
